University. It was renaicd the Tar of Resistance University during the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities.

of brigades receive temporary appointments and their duties are to supervise 
the members of the brigada aid to carry out instructions passed by their 
supertace., 
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The curriculum is broadly divided into "general subjects" and “special subjects.” 
The "geneval subjects" are those dealing with the student's political 
indcetrination - his transformation from a ordinary student inte a revolutionsry 
militarist. The "special subjects” consist of chemistry, tanks, supply work, 
telecomuunications, local governncnt, journalism, navigation, and other subjects. 
However, only the "generel subjects" are given to all students. 


Tn "general subjects" three months are devoted to study within the university 
snd another three months to field work. After the completion of "general. 
subjects," students may s-lect special "special subjects" for one or two years 
of additional etudy, There are four houre of study and lectures in the worning 
and mother four in the afternoon in "general subjects." After supper the 
political representative cf the regiment selects topics for debate from lectures 
given during the day; the debate igs usually conducted by the head of the platoon, 
with the vice~chief as secre’.ary. Another feature of study is the gmzl) study 
groups, three for each compamy, which elect their own chiefs. These study 
groups discuss each topic first and, if necessary, raise it at the evening 
debate. There are also wackly meetings to scrutinize the behaviour and progress 
of cach student. Only after the "general subjects" have been thoroughly 
mastered may students pass on to their "special subjects." There is no fixed 
time alloted for "special subjects" nor are there any intengive academic study 
or research. Although four hours of study are officially preseribed for ths 
morning and afternoon classes, students usuolly drill in the morning, take a 
nap at noon, and thereafter attend a lecture by the battalion comnander; or 
alternately there may be a reporting and debating session, 
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The health of the students is Locked after by two special personnel to each 
battalion, a health section (ff 1, i] ) Lor each regiment, a health department 
( fap 8 fix) for each brigades, and a university heypital for the school. 


Each battalion has a club which provides wall newspepers, canteen, physical 
culture, study room, and individual inwtructers if desired. A committee 

of from 5 to 10 persons each looks after the finance and ether activities 
of the chub. The expenses of the club are supported from the mess fund. 


Students receive the sme treatment at the university as they would in 

the army. Hach student receives a morthly ration of rice, salt, oil, meat, 
vagebtableg, paper, end a subsidy of 7 "commodity index” dollars. Each 
year, the student ig also given 2? light suits of uniform, 1 cotton padded 
anifora, 1 shirt, 1 pair of shorts, 1 towel, 1 pair of shoes, 2 pairs of 
socks, 1 piece of ol) cloth, ed 1 cotton quilt with 2 catties of cotton 
wadding. 
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Tue disciplinary system is the sauce 2s in the army, based on the "three 

major disciplines" and the eight points of special attention." Punishments 
raige from mags criticism by platoon and extra hard work to detention up to 

Lk deys, witich may be ordered by the regimental commander. Rewards include 
avlogy before the whole battalion, parsde on horseback with flower decorations, 
md having one’s photograph taken publicly against the National ‘lag. 


Beemse of the secendancy of the political element in the university, facts 

we freely tailored to fit theories, even by taose inatructors who are bonafide 
university graduates or by returned studente from abroad. However, veterans 
of ths Long March predominate asong the teaching staff, whose scademic 
atteioment is very limited.

The political sympathies of the students vary batween convinced Communists |

remainder being moderates or politically uninterested. 


4 diploma from the university is a "passport" to jobs in public, military 
and other government service, The university takes some interest in placing 
its better students by giving them letters of introduction after graduation. 


Jn ceamon with other Commmnist institutions, the university is riddled with 
mutual spying and denunciation, ond the Party aid its sympathizers are a much- 
feered minority. There are continual witch-hunts, diseppearances, and 
diquidstions, with which the new sindeat quickly comes to terma by acquiescing 
in everything and giving as little offense as possible.
